WASHINGTON, July 28—(AP) 
—Bureau of Mines is drafting 
plana lor a big 300 - mile - long 
twin-bore tunnel to open 
vast 
hard hard coal reserv es now un­ 
der water in central Pennsy l­ 
vania. 
Such a project seems to be the 
solution to flood problems sea­ 
ling off millions of tons 
of an- 
ihrac jte in the area, S. A. Ash 
chief 
of 
the 
bureau's 
safety 
branch, told a reporter today . 
Ash said bureau engineers are 
working on the project now and 
may have a report ready for con 
sideraUon within two y ears. 
He said the tunnel—the largest 
of its kind—should be construc­ 
ted from the central Pennsy l 
vania coal fields to Tidewater 
near Haver de Grace, Md. 
The project would cost $300,- 
000 000 to $500,000,000, Ash said, 
but would have a double-barreled 
purpose. 
While opening new reserves 
in 
an area now producing more than 


$ 500 .000,000 worth of coal a y ear, 
it also would carry 600,000 gallons 
of “ex cellent" water a minute 
through a heavily populated in­ 
dustrial area from Jersey City to 
Baltimore.

Strikes Mount 


Brussels Shops Idle; 
Police, Workers Clash 


BRUSSELS, July 28—(AP) 
Brussels walked to work today as 
the country ’s widespread anti- 
Leopold strikes hit the capital. 
The city ’s factories and most large 
department stores were closed. 
With some 300,000 workers al­ 
ready idle in protest against King 
Leopold’s return to his throne, 
both the monarch’s supporters 
and his opponents pulled their 
battle 
lines 
tighter. 
Tension 
mounted throughout the nation. 
An anti-Leopold demonstrator 
died of injuries received last 
night in a bloody 9 0-minute fight 
between police and anti-Leopold 
partisans who penetrated to with­ 
in 300 y ards of the king’s palace 
at Laeken. The dead man repor­ 
tedly was run down by a car he 
was try ing to stop. 
Only about 20 of Brussels’ 750 
street cars were operating today . 
Protected by rifle-carry ing gen­ 
darmes and jammed to the doors, 
hey were driven by members of 


the pro-Leopold Catholic union, 
which ignored the strike call of 
the larger Socialist - controlled 
union.

MocArthur' s ' Ultimate Victory' 
SPHERE is much n ews from Korea—an d all 
o f it bad , Gen . MacArthur’s optimism 
strikes a sour n ote, in the light of what has 
been happen in g. 
But when he Speaks of 
“ultimate victory” it is n ot hard to guess what 
be has in min d . 
The North Korean stategists have brought 
about a curious d evelopmen t of their forces. 
They are in possession of approximately on e 
half of the tip of the Korean pen in sula, seek­ 
in g possession of the other half, which is still 
bein g d efen d ed by MacArthur’s Un ited Na­ 
tion s forces. The supply lin e to North Korea 
is poten tially capable of bein g pin ched off by 
an amphibious lan d in g via the Yellow Sea. It 
|i en ough to make an y armchair stategist feel 
optimistic, let alon e an old campaign er like 
Mac Arthur. 
He kn ows what the armchair strategists 
aren ’t permitted to kn ow—how man y U. S. 
Marin es will arrive in the Yellow Sea an d 
when they all get there. So far, everythin g 
In Korea has favored the sid e that “got thar 
fustest with the mostest men .” But a flan k­ 
in g operation from the sea would put a wholly 
n ew aspect on the war maps. 
Un less the 
Kremlin d ecid es that North Korea should 
have a n avy, there will be n othin g to stop an 
amphibious lan d in g but the groun d forces 
which might happen to be on the scen e when 
it occurs an d the choice of the scen e lies with 
Gen . Mac Arthur.

Russia Might Change Her Plans 


Rule or Ruin 
War s The Same 


HHHE TWO question s American s 
most frequen tly ask on e an ­ 
other these d ays are: 
i Is there goin g to be a world 
war? 
2. If so, when ? 
Almost all American s join Pres­ 
id en t Truman in hopin g there 
won ’t be a world war. But it is 
the busin ess of our military men 
to prepare for war an d to figure 
out when war is likely to break 
out. 
The most popular choice is 1954. 
The n ext war, of course will 
be an atomic war, an d on e reason 
1954 is the choice of so man y per­ 
son s is that they believe Russia 
will have a stockpile of atom 
bombs by then . They d on ’t thmk 
she has man y bombs n ow d espite 
the fact that there’s n o d oubt 
she prod uced an atomic explo­ 
sion . But much work must be 
d on e between the time an atomic 
explosion has 
been 
prod uced 
an d the d ay when the load ed 
plan es take off for Detroit, Pitts­ 
burgh, New York or wherever. 
Everybod y assumes that in 
even t of World War III Russia 
will choose the time an d place. 
An d in the mean time her satellite 
n ation s can keep the Un ited Na­ 
tion s powers busy combattin g ag­ 
gression in a series of small wars 
in such places as Iran , Fin lan d , 
Malaya 
an d 
In d o-Chin a. 
The 
Un ited States, an d presumably 
the U.N. is n ow committed to d e­ 
fen d in g free peoples everywhere. 


REAR 
ADMIRAL 
Ellis 
M. 
Zacharis, U. S. N. (ret) has just 
published a book, givin g his 
views on when Russia will strike 
the match that will set the world 
aflame. It is called “Behin d 
Closed Doors: The Secret History 
of the Cold War.” He was a high- 
level in telligen ce agen t in World 
War II an d says he bases his pres­ 


en t calculation s on in formation 
collected from authen tic sources, 
in clud in g refugees from behin d 
the iron curtain . 
Russia’s d ecision that there was 
goin g to be a World War III w<is 
mad e, he writes, in Jan uary, 1948. 
At that time the politburo met 
in the Kremlin an d formally voted 
that Len in ’s thesis that war be­ 
tween commun ism an d capitalism 
is in evitable was a valid on e. 
Thereafter, accord in g to Zach- 
arias, the on ly question was what 
d ate the Russian s would choose 
for the start of hostilities. 
First, he says, they picked a 
broad period —some time between 
1952 an d 1956. 
But the most likely time m 
that period is 1954, he ad d s, be­ 
cause Stalin is con vin ced there 
will be a major busin ess d epres­ 
sion in the Un ited States at that 
time an d Stalin 
reason s 
that 
America will have to start a war 
to pull itself out of the d epres­ 
sion an d that this coun try can 
be provoked in to becomin g the 
aggressor. 


TRYING TO READ Stalin s 
min d is a hazard ous un d ertakin g. 
Like other person s, he sometimes 
chan ges his min d . An d the Krem­ 
lin is n ot so firmly in con trol of 
con temporary curren ts of history 
as Zacharias so blithely assumes. 
Other capitals besid es Moscow 
can make d ecision s an d take ac­ 
tion that will chan ge the en tire 
picture. 
The problem of the Un ited 
States an d the peace lovin g n a­ 
tion s is to try an d persuad e Rus­ 
sia that it must aban d on the prims 
ten et of commun ism—that capi­ 
talism must be swept from the 
earth. The Red s would d o this by 
peaceful mean s, if possible, but if 
n ot, by war.

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The Handiest Goat 
OECRETARY of Defen se John son has been 
gettin g it in the n eck because the Un ited 
Stales hasn ’t stopped the Commun ist thrust 
in to Korea. It is bein g said that he gummed 
up n ation al d efen se by tryin g to save mon ey. 
Those who are sayin g that, of course, merely 
wan t more mon ey; they are n ot tryin g to be 
fair to the secretary of d efen se. He may be 
in ept, but the Un ited States is n ot takin g the 
bumps for lack of mon ey. It is takin g the 
bumps because the Commun ists have d evel­ 
oped a techn ique. 
The techn ique prod uces trouble on com­ 
man d . At a word from the Kremlin , work­ 
men in an y on e of d ozen s of U.S. factories 
can be forced to quit work. A war can be 
started in Korea. Peace petition s can be cir­ 
culated in Europe. 
Hiere can be a youth 
rally in Berlin , a fracas with the police in 
New York City, a stud en t d emon stration in 
Tokyo, or an assassin ation in Rio d e Jan eiro. 
When it is a matter of war in Korea, Amer- 
k an s begin to realize what the score is. If it 
becomes war in Yugoslavia, Iran , Greece an d 
German y, with a few work stoppages in U.S. 
atomic fission plan ts an d some acts of sabo­ 
tage thrown in for good measure, they will 
wake up with a ban g. 
It is n ot Louis John son , the U.S. secretary 
of d efen se, who should be blamed for the in ­ 
ability of the Un ited States to be everywhere 
at on ce. He is merely the han d iest goat for 
the realization that the trouble-makin g tech­ 
n ique of the commun ist con spiracy is goin g to 
d rive the Un ited States to d istraction un til 
the con spiracy is stopped at the source.

A—Osteomyelitis is an in fec­ 
tion of the bon e. It could have 
come from germs in the blood 
stream which is sometimes cal­ 
led blood poison in g. Osteomyel­ 
itis should be carefully cared for 
but the chan ce of cure, especially 
if caught early, are much better 
n ow than they used to be than ks 
to sulfa an d to pen icillin an d its 
relatives.

Ohio Hunters Kill 
5 Million Rabbits 


COLUMBUS, J uly 28— (AP)— 
Ohio hunters piled up a banner 
postwar bag of rabbits and squir­ 
rels last year. 
The Wildlife research unit at 
Ohio State University estimates 
Buckeye nimrods killed 5,617,500 
rabbits and 1,042,500 pheasants. 
The unit estimated the squirrel 
kill at 2,302,500—but this wasn’t 
a post-war record. Back in 1946, 
Ohioans slaughtered 2,499,000 tox 
and gray squirrels. 
These comparisons, the wildlife 
unit said, were calculated from 
questionnaires returned by more 
than 8,000 holders of hunting ind 
trapping permits. 
Two factors contributed to the 
heavy game kill in 1949, the unit 
explained. One was the sale of 
750,000 hunting licenses, a record 
total in the post-war period. Pre 
- 1 
vious post-war license sale recordj 
was 700,000 in 1946 and 1948. 
Another was a substantial in-j 
crease in the populations of rab-1 
bits and pheasants. 
The 1949 kill bore the game in­ 
crease out. The 1949 kill was up 
46.1 per cent over the 1948 bag i 
of rabbits, 47.5 per cent in pheas­ 
ants, 28.6 per cent in fox squir­ 
rels (the big red ones) and 34,2 
per cent in gray squirrels.

CLEVELAND, J uly 28— (AP)— 
i The Cleveland Indians’ home at- 
tendance will pass the million 
o mark this weekend. 
Sunday’s double header w i t h 
the Boston Red Sox ought to fill 
Municipal Stadium with a crowd 
of more than 70,000, judging from 
advance sales. 
For 42 home games to date, the 
Tribe has drawm 933,851 fans. 
That’s an average of 21,720 a 
game — about 5,60(1 under 1949 
when the gate passed the million 
mark here J uly 4. 
In 1949 the club had a home 
attendance of 2,233,771, but it is 
unlikely to pass the two-million 
mark this year. However, if the 
team stays in pennant contention 
for the 16-game home stand from 
Sept 8 to 26, it could come close. 
Fans will pour in for Sunday’s 
twin bill on 19 New York Cen­ 
tral trains—a record number for 


that railroad for a Tribe 
home 
game. 
Seven specials will run 
from Buffalo, three from Elrie, 
two from Rochester, N. Y„ and 
one each from Dunkirk, N. Y., 
Toledo, 
Columbus, 
B u c y r u s, 
Bellefontaine, Galion and Marion. 
Each NYC train will carry from 
500 to 1,200. 
The Erie Railroad is running 
two specials from Sharon via 
Youngstown and adding extra 
coaches to a regular train from 
Youngstown. 
These are expect­ 
ed to bring about 2,500 fans. And 
the Pennsylvania Railroad has 
booked two special trains to the 
ball game—one with 400 passen­ 
gers from Akron, and the other 
with 88 from Steubenville.
